Supreme Court of United States Declares! 


It Violates Sherman Law as Being 


in Restraint of Trade. 
Ill TO COMPLY WITH THE LAW 


THE SUPREME COURT OF THE- UNITED STATES.. 


"Washington, May 29.— The Ameri- 


can tobacco company and Its accesso- 
ries and ' subordinate corporations and 
companies, Including the English cor- 
poration, today were held by the su- 
preme court of the United States to 
bo co-operators in a combination Ille- 
gal under the Sherman anti-trust act. 


The court sent the case back to the 


lower court with directions to hear 
lurther the parties so as to asser- 
taln whether a. new condition cannot 
be recreated In harmony with the law 
Justice Harlan concurred in part with 
the court's opinion and dissented in 
part. 


The court decided as follows: 
That the combination in and ol It- 


self, as well ds each anc! all of the ele- 
ments composing It. whether corporate 
or individual! whether considered col- 
loctively or separately, be decreed to 


,.ba in -restrained, trade, and an attempt 


to monopolize and a " monopolization 
within the first arid second sections of 


• the anti-trust law. 


Second, that the court below, -In or- 


der to give effective force to pur decree 
In this regard be directed to hear the, 
parties with evidence or otherwise, as 
It may be deemed proper, for the pur- 
pose ot ascertaining and determining 
upon some plan or method of dissolv- 
ing tie combination and of recreating, 
out of the elements now composing it, 
a new condition which shall be honest- 
ly In ^iarmony with and not repugnant 
to the1 law. 


Third, that .or the accomplishment 


of theee purposes, taking in view the 
difficulty of the situation, a period of 
six months is a'.lowed from the receipt 


. of our mandate, with leave, however, 


in the event in the judgment ot the 
'oourt below, the necessities of ^the sit- 
uation require, to extend such period 
to a further time not to exceed sixty, 


Fourth, that in the event, before the 


expiration ot the period thus fixed, a 
condition of disintegration in harmony 
with the law is not brought about 


• J either as the consequence of the action 


••' of the court in determining an issue on 


•ubjeet, or in accepting a plan agreed 
•upon. It shall be the duty of the court, 
either by way ot an injunction, re- 
straining 'the movement of the pro- 
ducts of the combination in the chan- 
nels of inter-state or foreign

merce or by the apointment of a re- 
ceiver, to give offset to the require- 
ments of the statute. 


Fending the bringing about of th-j 


result, directed by the court each and 
all of the defendants, individuals as 
•well as corporations, are to be re- 
strained from doing any act which 
might further extend or enlarge the

In 1903 the American Stogie com- 


pany was Incorporated to take over 
the -stogie business of the American 
Cigar company, the American Tobacco 
company and the Continental Tobacco 
company. 


In 1904 the American Tobacco com- 


pany, the Continental Tobacco com- 
pany, and the Consolidated Tobacco 
company were merged Into the present 
American' Tobacco company? • 


The 
government, clained 'that all 


these organizations were created with 
the1 definite purpose, to destroy compe- 
tition and that they accomplished that 
purpose. Each step was attacked as a 
part of an unlawful plan, whose de- 
velopment and progress was advanced, 
It was charged, by duress, oppression, 
and unfair methods Intended,to drive 
out and keep out competitors and se- 
cure monopolies.

The American Tobacco corporations 


•were made the target of the second big 
"trust" prosecution of reoent years 
The first was the Standard Oil. Be- 
cause the testimony taken In the to- 
bacco case tvai not eo entensive as 
that in th« Standard Oil, the two cases 
•were before the supreme court for 
consideration at the same time. 


The attempt of the government to 


dissolve the Tobacco corporation 
as 


violating the Sherman anti-trust law 
took shape In '1907. In that year a 
petition was ffled in the United States 
circuit court at New York. The gov- 
ernment asked that the American To 
bacco company, Its offlosrs, directors 
and affiliated corporations, ba pre 
vented and enjoined from restraining 


' and monopolizing commerce in tobacco 


When the Operation Began. 


The restraints and the . monopolie 


alleged by the government were sale 
to have been obtained by an intricat 
iystem of corporate organizations, 
began in 1890. when ths first Amer 
lean Tobacco company was organizer! 
The new company took over the busl 
ness of five independent cigarette con 
cerns.

Continental 
Tobacc 


company was incorporated to take ove 
fche plaj tobacco famines* of tiwAwer 


ive competition.

Foreign Trade Involved. 


Another phase of the litigation con-

:he so-called "British Trust," where- 
>y the latter should limit its activities 
to Great Britain except as to the pur- 
chase of a certain amount of leaf in 
America and the former should limit 
ts business of the United States. It 
was alleged that the two "trusts" or- 
ganized the British-American Tobac- 


company to take over the export 


justness of both and divide the world 
between them.

mado In Great Britain. 


The circuit court found that there 


existed a restraint of commerce, but 
said nothing about the charges of 
monopolizing. In Its decree, the court 
dismissed the petition as to the Im- 
perial compimy and the British-Amer- 
ican company and from this feature of 
the decree the government appealed to 
the supreme court 
It dismissed the

The law 
was conceded to be "drastic," and little 
doubt was left that it did not meet the 
approval of that court. 


The government's proceeding was 


asalnst the American Tobacco com- 
pany and 85 allied concerns and their 
officers, all of them were charged with 
forming and maintaining a trust. The 
suit was based on allegations of viola- 
tion of tho Sherman anti-trust ., law 
and also of some of the provisions of 
the Wilson-Gorman" tariff law. The 
purpose of the government was to force 
the dissolution of the combination and 
the destruction of what was declared 
to be a monopoly of the tobacco busi- 
ness in restraint of-commerce, not only 
in the United States, but throughout a 
large part of the tobacco using world. 


Differing Opinions. 


Four judges sat In the hearing' of 


the case in the trial court, and while 
three of. them ultimately found com- 
mon ground for a verdict, they were 
so divided in their respective lines of 
reasoning that each 
propounded 
an 


opinion of his own. 
. 


In general terms the verdict was a 


declaration, of guilt ror a majority of 
the corporations on the ground that 
they constituted a combination con- 
trary to the law, and while an injunc- 
tion against these combinations was 
granted there was no pronouncement 
onthe subject of monopoly, which the 
government had especially sought to 
obtain. 


Cigar Company Case Dismissed. 


The bill as to

Stores company, a domestic corpora- 
tion, was dismissed, as were also the

and the Imperial company 


and ii practical monopoly of most of 
the important branches of the business.
